Director of Planning and 
Zoning Leslie Meyer asked 
the Board for their recommen- 
dation in handling a vehicle 
shortage. The ordinance offi- 
cer’s vehicle was recently des- 
troyed in an accident. The val- 
ue of the vehicle was only $50 
so insur- 





to replace the vehicle. 

Meyer said that currently 
the ordinance officer has no 
vehicle. She suggested giving 
him the van that is currently 
used by the building depart- 
ment because it isn’t appropri- 
ate for the building depart- 
ment’s use. Then the building 
department could purchase a 
truck, which Meyer said would 
be more feasible for the 
department. 

Trustee Larry O’Kelley sugg- 


ested taking one of the old 
police cars and giving it to the 
enforcement officer when the 
new police vehicles come in. 

Supervisor John Mitchell 
asked what the cost of a truck 
would be. Meyer said $15,000. 

Trustee Marlene Krause ask- 
ed if the vehicle would be 
strictly for building depart- 
ment use or if it could be 
shared by other departments. 

Meyer said, as in the past, 
the vehicle would always be 
available to other departments 
when not in use. 

The Supervisor responded, 
“My personal opinion would 
be to purchase a vehicle if 
needed.” 

Krause suggested, “I would 
like to see something in black 
and white before doing any- 
thing.” 

O’Kelley again suggested 
the use of a police vehicle.
